Probably hundreds of lives could be saved, 
and many crimes uncovered-, if the recommenda- 
tions of the research group were followed.

Strangely, one or two deaths from food 
poisoning or a faulty* drug will rouse an im- 
mediate response, and a demand for tighter laws 
and stricter supervision, while hundreds of peo- 
ple die daily on our nation's highways and the 
slaughter is calmly, accepted as inevitable. 



Inconsistent Laws 

The U. S. Government, like the Lord, some- 
times seems to move in strange and wonderful 
ways it's wonders to perform. Some of the Fed- 
eral laws are so delightfully inconsistent that the 
person reflecting on them can only marvel at the 
seeming strangeness of reasoning behind them. 

Take, for example, the law which forbids the 
publication, by newspapers which go through the 
U.S. mails, of any details of any lottery, or other 
form of gambling, in states where gambling is 
prohibited by law. 

The Federal Government does not prohibit 
gambling. The State of Illinois does. However, 
the Federal Government insists that those who 
have gambling devices buy gambling stamps. And 
they sell gambling stamps to Illinois residents. 
Yet newspapers are forbidden to print the name 
of the winner of a small local raffle. The fact that 
the raffle was run for sweet charity's sake carries 
no weight: Inconsistent? It certainly seems so. 

What makes the attitude of the U.S. Mails 
even more puzzling is the fact that this restriction 
doesn't seem to apply to any other form of law- 
breaking. News of speeders, burglars, murderers 
— thoroughly legitimate. News that Joe Doakes 
won $50 playing bingo at. some local church — no, 
sir. 

Interpretation and enforcement of the anti- 
gambling laws, on a whole, seems inconsistent 
with enforcement of other laws. We don't believe 
the prohibition of gambling was ever meant to ex- 
tend to civic projects raising money for a good 
cause. Yet it is. What if the same line of reason- 
ing were followed in respect to other laws — say, 
th law against speeding and reckless driving? 
Would it not mean that race tracks must be abol- 
ished? 

As a crowning inconsistency, as regards the 
newspaper which uses the mails and news of 
events which might be construed as gambling, 
enforcement of the prohibition is pretty well left 
up to the discretion of the local postmaster. One 
postmaster may intrepret he law broadly, another 
may follow it to the letter, thus adding to the con- 
fusion. 

So if you won $100.00 in a raffle, don't ex- 
pect to see your name in the paper.. Remember, 
legally it never happened.

(Included, is n 
recognition that salaries for 
government service should 
be competitive with those 
paid* in private industry, and 
sufficient to encourage the 
best qualified individuals to 
seek and accept public office. 

Insofar as the bill relates 
to postal and civil service em- 
ployees, the measure follows 
the principle of. 'compara- 
bility," as enunciated by the 
Congress, two. years ago. 
Ilowovei'i this ■principle has 
never been adhered to with 
respect to Executive, Legisla- 
tive, or Judicial salaries, 
- No private Jnclustryjn the 
nation is as large as that of 
the federal government. The 
important duties and huge 
sums of money which are ad- 
ministered by many in the 
Executive Branch call for a 
salary range sufficiently re- 
warding to attract experi- 
enced and qualified execu- 
tives. Such positions .should 
not be merely havens for un- 
successful candidates for 
public office. 

With respect to service in 
(lie Judiciary, few will ques- 
tion that our Jurists should 
be rewarded adequately. Suc- 
cessful lawyers who — In turn 
—become th6 best qualified 
candidates for judicial office 
invariably must make per- 
sonal sacrifices when they 
don judicial robes. 

The recommended increase 
of Congressional salaries pos- 
es the most difficult problem 
for this Member of Congress. 
As the proposed increase is 
excessive, this section of the 
bill may draw the greatest 
amount tff opposition. Yet, 
according to the bill, the in- 
creases sought are substan- 
tially below those recom- 
mended by the commission 
whose recent head was Clar- 
ence B. Randall, former 
chairman of the Board of In- 
land Steel Co. * 

The Udall bill recom- 
mends Increasing the Vice 
President's salary from $35,- 
000 to $45,000 and the salary 
of Cabinet officers from 
$25,000 to $35,000. The Chief 
Justice of the Supreme 
Court's salary would increase 
from $35,500 to $45,500, and 
the .Associate Justices' salar- 
ies would increase from $35,- 
000 to $45,000. Members of 
Congress would have their 
salaries raised from $22,500 
to $32,500, under this bill. 

The American Bar Associa- 
tion has made a careful study 
of the proposal and its House 
of Delegates has expressed 
strong support of the salary 
increase measure. 

Although this Member of 
Congress has always advo- 
cated adequate compensation 
for public officials, it would 
not be possibleJeven if it 
were appropriate) to support 
an increase in Congressional 
salaries— especially the $32,-
